I By memorandiun J. S. Peelman to Mr. Pehl dated 5/5/77, 

receipt of these documents from the Department was recorded. 

. The Ramirez file consisted of two volumes but only three FBI 
documents were clessiried. Mr* Keuch agreed to contact State 
and CIA concerning classification of Information In two of these 
documents. Ramirez hijacked an airplane to Cuba In 1961 and was 
convicted for Air Piracy 3/4/76. 

Although the Department requested review of the 
Pottlnger report only for classification purposes. It Is essential 
that we record our concern that this document should not be 
released to the HSCA without prior consultation regarding Its 
Inaccuracies and need for additional excisions. It Is partlculeu^ly 
Important to call to the attention of the Department errors In the 
report which relate to FBI personnel. No copy of the Pottlnger 
report Is being retained In Bureau files. 



The Civil Rights Division's review of our King 
^yestlgatlon was ordered by the Attorney General In November. 1975. 
pis review was continued by the Office of Professional 
Responsibility of the Department and terminated in Janueiry, 1977.
